We had a very successful dinner at the Century Association 
in New York on October 6 to launch active preparations for this 
year's Exeter Christmas Fund. I believe that, whether you were 
there or not, you will be interested in an account of wheat went 
On, and am enclosing 42 bricf summary of the proceedings. 


The enthusiasm was so great, and the discussion so helpful, 
that I would like to pass along 2 few suggestions to you in order 
that we may make the best possible showing this year. The Fund 
last year hung up a record of which every Class Agent may be 
proud; but we may find that we can do even better than that if we 
take thought as to the best means of making the appeal. Here are 
my thoughts in the matter: 


1. The Association has sent you a form letter which may be 
used by any Class Agent who wants to use it. This follows past 
procedure and we know that, to a limited extent, it is successful. 
But ---- 


®. Studies have proved to our satisfaction that the Class 
Agents who get the best results are those who write their om 
letters -- whether or not it is processed by Miss Starks! office. 
The personal note is highly effective. It is very hard to disre- 
gard that kind of an appeal -- and after all you're not asking for 
a lot of money. 


5. If you use the Association's basic letter or adapt that 
letter for your own purposes, it is productive of extra results if 
you scribble a personal message to cach man on the margin of the 
letter. Then he knows you take a personal interest in his gift -- 
and that counts. Don't forget this personal angle, please. 


4. Some of the most successful Class Agents are those who ask 
their classmates for personal news -- about their families, whether 
they have any more children, or grandchildren, what their war 
activities are, and that kind of thing. 


Having made these suggestions, I want to make one definite 
request of you: If there are 100 or more active members in your 
class, will you, at your carlicst convenience, appoint a committee 
with members in various parts of the country -- someone in Dallas 
to write to the Texas boys, someone in Chicago to cover Illinois, 
someone on the West Coast, etc. -- and get them active? The effect 
of this will be that your owm letter end Dr. Perry's, will be rein- 
forced by one more appeal. And thet, in turn, will mean more gifts. 
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One more thing: The Alumni Office is going to print lists of 
Exeter men in service, by classes. One of these lists will be 
enclosed with each Class Agent's letter. They will, of course, have 
a greater value if you can find a way to comment, in each of your 
_letters, on some of the men from your class who are serving their 
country. Naturally, this suggestion will not apply to all of the 
older classes. 


I notice from Miss Starks' schedule that she needs the copy for 
your letter, and the salutation lists, by October 12 -- next Monday. 
In turn, she is to deliver the letters to you on October 28, for 
mailing November 9. That means there is little time to lose, which 
is why I am sending you this letter postehaste while the suggestions 
made at our New York meeting are fresh in my mind. I know you who 
have not already done so, will lose no tine in getting your material 
into Miss Starks! hands. 


Incidentally, I should appreciate hearing from you about whom 
you appoint as your regional representatives, in line with my 
suggestion above.

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: | CHRISTMAS FUND GETS OFF TO 
EARLY START 


‘ Inaugurating preparations to complete this year's Exeter Christmas 
Fund by Christmas, a representative end enthusiastic gathering of Class 
Agents, faculty members, and others interested in the effairs of the 
_Academy met at dinner in the Century Association, 7 West 43d Street, 


New York, on the evening of Tuesday, October 6, 1942. 


| Informal talks by Jay R. Benton, '04; Thomas W. Lamont, '88; Dr. 
Perry ond John Price Jones, '98, made up the early part of the program, 
which was then thrown open to all who wished to make suggestions. Mr. 
Benton, President of the Alumni Association, presided as host. 


Mr. Lamont expressed his pleasure cat being part of such an Exeter 
gathering and said he considered all who were present his good friends. 
He felt, he said, that it was through the cffort of such men as these 
that the war would finally be won. 


Dr. Perry told of the effect of the war on the Academy and some of 
the difficulties faced as a consequence. "We can't spend too much time 
On any one worry," he said, “we have too many others." The lowering of 
the age-level for military service will undoubtedly have its effect. 

The average age of seniors at Exeter is slightly over cightcen. Because 
of the midyear college board examinations, some men may be tempted to 
! . school earlier than they would otherwise, and enroll as freshmen. 
ey will get less out of this, Dr. Perry believes, than if they finish 
their Exetor carcers. 


Meintenance labor is harder for the school to obtain. Exeter boys | 
are now taking care of their own rooms and also working on the grounds 
of the Academy. This experiment, Dr. Perry said, has worked well. Boys 

have been excused from their classes to take part in getting in the 

local potato and the local apple cropsaround Exeter. Boys are urged to 

go to bed promptly at ten; and there is widespread compliance with this 

suggestion. The prime aim is to keep the boys in the best of condition 
with the realization that, in several years, it may mean the difference 
between life and death for many. 


Exeter will survive the wer -- of that Dr. Perry feels confident. 
He spoke of the importance of the Christmas Fund to the school, particu- 
larly in these times, and paid tribute to Elmer E. Beeck, '95, founder 
of the Christmas Fund, whose recent death came as a blow to. all his many 
friends. Dr. Perry told of Mr. Beeck's devoted service, first in help- 
ing pey off the Academy's indebtedness in 1918 and 1919 and later in 
launching the Christmas Fund largely through his own efforts.

Mr. Benton made awards to six Class Agents whose work for the Fund 
during the past year has been outstanding. Two of these awards were 
“made in absentic. The prizes, historical works by Semuel Eliot Morison, 
Were given to: 


y Midshipman R. Burton Parker, '33, for obteining the largest 
number of contributors in excess of the preceding year's total. 


Dr, Austin Lamont, '23, for the greatest number of contributors. 
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Arthur H. Lockett, '88, for the largest percentage of 
contributors. 


Hyde Gillette, '24, for the most money collected next to 
1923. 


Philip C. Goodwin, '25, for the largest number of new 
contributors, excluding 1941. 


Geo. B. Cortelyou, Jr., '09, for the largest increase in | 
amount of money collected. 


Mr. Benton reported that $14,516.18 had been contributed to the 
Christmas Fund, with interest of $151.41, totalling $14,447.54. This 
amount was given by 2107 contributors -- the largest number in the 
history of the Christmas Fund. He praised the onergy of Miss Starks 
of the Alumni Office in keeping the Fund activities on schedule. 


Mr. Jones spoke of the mechanics of the Fund, as Chairman of the 
Steering Committee of the Christmas Fund. He told of plans Geveloped 
at a meeting at his farm in July, including the awards of prizes to 
outstanding Class Agents and the printing of a history of the Fund in 
the October issue of the Fxeter Bulletin which is schcduled to be 
mailed from Exeter on October 30. 


Mr. Jones mentioned that the whole time-table of the Fund had beer 
speeded up and that energetic efforts are thus called for. The whole 
job, he said, depends on the Class Agents for its success. The Assoc- 

iation, he said, is ready to supply any Class Agent with a ready-made 
form letter. A study has showm, however, that the men who get the best 
results from their classmates are those who write their owm letters in 
the simplest possible style, include information about other classmates 
a scribble something personal to each recipient on the side of the 
etter. 


Mr. Benton threw the meeting open to discussion. Mr. Laurence M. 
Crosbie, '00, of the faculty, praised the Fund, saying that it embodie: 
the appeals of all the good things to which he is asked to contribute. 
He pointed out from his own experience that personal letters get . 
results. He could not imagine, he said, anything meaning more to the 
School we all love than the Christmas Fund does. It is something that 
cannot be evaluated or estimated. 


Dean E. S. Wells Kerr of the Academy spoke of the Fund as "the 
quintessence of Exeter". Having served long on the committee which 
awards the foundation grants, he said, he knew what the Fund meant to 
the school. Excter, he explained, is proudest of the great number of 
alumi who heve gone into the service. He suggested that a booklet be 
issued by Miss Starks! office listing the boys in service, and used in 
connection with the Fund appeal. 


Mr. Benton then called on John Cowles, '17, who had come on from 
Minneapolis to attend the dinner, for his opinion. Mr. Cowles said he 
felt that the essential points of the Fund appeal had been well dealt 
with, but wondered if the men would like to hear a newspaper man's vie 
of the war. Urged to present it, he thereupon delivered an exception- 
ally interesting account of what he took to be the grand strategy of 
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the war, including the Pacific, European, and African fronts. He is 
more optimistic than he was a few months ago, he stated, both as to 
the immediate situation and as to our chances of Winning the war in a 
shorter period. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:30. The Executive Committee of the 
Association then went into session and appointed a Nominating Commit- 
tee under the chairmanship of John Price Jones and including Dr. Perry; 
Herbert C. Morris, '99; Wolcott D. Street, '23; and Mr. Cowles. The 
Committee's report will be rendered later.

Besides the Parties, bear in mind the joint Annual Dinner February 6, 1943 and the 44th 
Annual Sugar Party April 3, 1943. 


The Association regrets the increased charge but it apparently cannot be helped. There was 
an increase in expense last year and there was a loss on each Party, without including the expense 
of printing and postage. This year there is another increase in expense which, based on the same 
average attendance as last year, will be almost exactly covered by the increase in the price of 
tickets, but this will leave similar deficits to those of last year, unless the attendance is increased. 


The expenses, except for refreshments, are fixed and the gain or loss depends on the attend- 
ance. 


If a large attendance produces a surplus, it will, as in the past, go to the scholarship fund of 
the Daughters. 


The increase in expense, aside from the tax, both last year and this year is in the hotel charges, 
but the Vendome is still good to us and we do not feel that we could do as well anywhere else. 


The Government encourages the entertainment of those in the service and the Association 
has voted to admit to the season’s Dancing and Card Parties without charge the children and 
grandchildren of members of the Association and of the Daughters who are in the United States 
Military or Naval Service, (this includes the ‘‘Waves”’ and the ‘‘Waacs’’) and who come in the 
uniform of their respective grades. 


We have also voted to admit on the same terms residents of Vermont who are in the Service 
and who may be stationed or temporarily in this vicinity. 


Whatever deficit may result from this vote will be gladly incurred by the Association as a 
modest contribution to the happiness of those who are devoting themselves to the Life or Death 
struggle in which our Country is engaged. y

As an associate member of our Tobacco and Cigarette Committee, we 
should like to report progress to date of our efforts to provide cig- 
arettes and tobacco for free distribution to the men doing service in 
our armed forces, 


Our aim has been to avoid duplication of the work of any other agen 
cy, and, so far as possible, to reach those overseas units made up 
wholly or in part of Massachusetts men, 


You will doubtless be gratified to know that shipments of cigarette 
are now on their way to six different Pacific Posts where, we have 
reason to believe, Massachusetts men are stationed, However, it is no 
our purpose to limit the distribution of cigarettes to none but Massa-~ 
chusetts men, That would be unjust, to say the least, 


Other shipments have been made to the hospitals at Camp Edwards and 
Fort Devens, for distribution to the hospitalized men, Also to the Co 
Guard and Harbor Defenses, for distribution under the supervision of 
their special service officers, 


Christmas cigarettes are now being made ready for their long journe 
overseas, Also, we are endeavoring to arrange to have a supply placed 
aboard outgoing naval ships for use when the ships' stock of cigarette 
may prove inadequate, Business firms and their employees are lending 
generous coperation to these efforts, 


For your further inform tion, the populsr brands of cigarettes are 
obtained in case lots, for shipment outside of the United States, tax 


free, at approximtely five cents per package. And every package is 
plainly stamped "Not to be sold", 


We are hopeful that substantial quantities may continue to be pro= 
vided for free distribution, where the need seems greatest,during the 
trying months ahead, And any suggestions or recommendations which you 
think might prove helpful would be gratefully appreciated,
